City, dated September 29th is this 
story under the caption “Must Re- 
stock Farms” that fairly represents 
the situation in Kansas: It says 
“If the scramble for cattle continues 
a little longer, it is doubtful whether 
there will be a steer left in Texas. 
Kansas cattlemen have been selling 
their grass steers this season at a 
good profit, and now that they are 
nearing the end of the heaviest ship- 
ments, they discover that they have a 
great abundance of rough feed, also 
corn on hand, and very few cattle. 
Cattle became fat, and as the ship- 
ping season progressed, prices ad- 
vanced, a condition which never be- 
fore existed, according to old time 
cattlemen of that state. 

“One firm at the stock yards has 
made purchases of Texas cattle total- 
ing 50,000 head during the last few 


year average. 
N. D. Blackstone, of San A 
Texas, one of the best known —_ 
men in all that section was on the 
Kansas City market the last of Sep- 
tember with 1800 head of steers, the 
windup for this season, that had been 
brought to market from Oklahoma 
where they had been sent last spring 
for pasturing, and expressed himself 
as well pleased with the cattle situa- 
tion. Mr. Blackstone deals heavily in 
sheep as well. In commenting on the 
present situation he had this to say: 
“At the present our country is ina 
very rosy condition, due to good gen- 
eral rains which have brought up 
grass and vegetation which will carry 
our stock through the winter. Cattle 
prices are higher in Texas than they 
are on the Kansas City market, buy- 
ers being ready to take them at any 
time, which certainly does indicate 


weeks, which are to be moved to Kan- 
sas, most of them to Chase and 
Greenwood counties. With plenty 
corn and the largest crop of hay and 
rough feed raised in that section since 
1915, cattlemen of that district are forced 
to stock up or lose this good feed. 

“*A strange situation indeed,” remarked 
Horace Thompson of Harveyville, Kansas, 
in the good grazing district of Wabaunsee 
county, at the yards today with two car- 
loads of cattle. ‘Never before did we ex- 
perience such a season, when pastures re- 
mained so good and cattle prices held up 
to such a high point. Generally when cat- 
tle prices are high feed is scarce and ex- 
pensive but this is not the case this year, 
as feed is very cheap while cattle command 
high prices, which is to our advantage. But 
the question that confronts us now is the 
disposition of our big crop of corn and the 
disposal of the immense amount of other 
good feed we have on hand. We will have 
to manage some way to import some cattle 
into our territory, or suffer a loss on this 
feed. Even if cattle prices are high, the 
cheapness of the feed will balance that up. 
A very rosy situation prevails under these 
high prices on cattle of all kinds.’” 

In the same issue mention is made of 
the fact that many cattle were going back 
into the country. One instance cited is that 
of the pioneer Rice county stockman, W. P.

Hughes, of Richmond, Missouri, was down 
to look over the feeder market at Kansas 
City a few days ago and this is what he 
had to say: “It is doubtful whether we ev- 
er passed through just such an experience 
in stock farming as we have this year. With 
the whole country full of feed and cattle 
prices up to almost war levels the situation 
is very hard to comprehend. If the present 
fat cattle prices hold up, then the present 
feeder prices are satisfactory, but should 
there be a slump in fat cattle then purchas- 
ers of feeders at these values would get 
hurt. There seems to be no doubt but what 
a cattle shortage exists which brings about 
this market condition. To breed up and re- 
lieve the cattle shortage requires some time 
of course, so under such circumstances 
prices are sure to remain high a while.”

Hastern States Best Yet 


Mam | nteresting and CKistandine F carares 


The Eleventh Annual Eastern States Exposition held at Spring- 
field, Mass., September 18-25, 1927, was the most successful since 
the show was started in 1917. Attendance during the week totaled 
more than 270,000, equaling the record attendance made in 1925. 
This Exposition was started by a group of enterprising eastern 
business men who realized that in order to compete with the rapid- 
ly developing industrial centers of the middlewest it was necessary 
to rebuild and develop the agricultural and live stock interests 
throughout the eastern territory. They felt that this could best 
be done by developing an exposition strictly on an educational 
basis. They maintained that a high class exposition could be de- 
veloped without the usual carnivals and sideshows which predom- 
inate at so many state and district fairs. That their contention 
was right has been borne out by the fact that the exposition has 
grown from year to year until it now ranks as possibly the leading 
exposition in the United States. Visitors that attend this fair come 
because of its unusual educational features and not because of 
amusement features. Farmers and city folks attend because 
they find exhibits that will help them in their chosen occupation. 

Outstanding features around which the whole exposition is 
built are the live stock show, junior achievement work and the 
industrial and machinery exhibits. There is probably no other 
fair in the country that has done as much to feature the work of 
boys and girls in all its branches as this exposition. The junior 
activities are not confined to calf, pig and lamb club shows but 
practically every branch of club work is featured. Outstanding 
boys and girls from more than thirty states and several provinces 
of Canada are the guests of the exposition each year. These re- 
presentatives put on demonstrations featuring outstanding club 
activities in the several states which they represent. 

The Industrial Arts Building, which covers an area of about 
three acres, is used for educational exhibits, displays and demon- 
strations of commercial concerns. It is regarded as possibly the 
most modern and largest building of its kind used by any fair 
exposition in the United States. Farm Machinery exhibits are 
housed in tents because of the lack of space in permanent build- 
ings. 

One of the most unique and interesting exhibits was the meat 
exhibit of the National Live Stock and Meat Board and the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, where grades of prime, choice and 
common beef were exhibited to show the difference that exists in 
the cuts secured from these carcasses. Lamb and pork also formed 
a part of the exhibit. In addition to these exhibits the Eastern 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association featured prime beef by 
serving meals built around choice beef. Two dining cars were 
placed on the tracks on the Exposition grounds in which these 
meals were served. The entire menu was made up from products 
produced in New England. The serving of the meals was under 
the supervision of the manager of the Highlend Hotel in Spring- 
field. Serving the meals in these dining cars and featuring choice 
beef, while in the nature of an experiment, was a decided success. 
It was impossible to take care of all the people that wanted to get 
meals in the dining cars. It was not unusual to find a waiting list 
of from thirty to forty people during the rush hour. It was esti- 
mated that over two thousand meals were served during the time 
these dining cars were available. In order to insure a supply of 
choice beef, nine Aberdeen-Angus steers, a part of the group fed 
by Briarcliff Farms, Pine Plains, New York, for their carload of 
cattle were slaughtered about four weeks in advance of the show 


and the carcasses kept in a local cooler to allow sufficient time for 
the meat to age properly. The beef was served as sirloin steak, 
prime roast beef or beef steak pie. This feature of the demonstra- 
tion proved to be an unusual and satisfactory method of featuring 
quality beef. From the standpoint of giving publicity to good 
Aberdeen-Angus beef it is probably the most unique and most un- 
usual method that has been developed. 

The live stock show was not quite as large as in 1925 when 
the exposition followed the Sesqui-Centennial. A total of over 
1300 head of beef and dairy cattle were exhibited. The dairy 
breeds led in total numbers because of the close proximity to the 
dairy center. Among the beef breeds Aberdeen-Angus led in num- 
bers totaling more than the Shorthorns and Herefords combined. 

The baby beef show was not quite as large as on several 
previous occasions but the quality has never been surpassed. The 
entries in the baby beef division made up almost entirely of Aber- 
deen-Angus and Herefords were twenty-five entries of each breed. 
The grand champion in the baby beef section was an Aberdeen- 
Angus, Briarcliff Paddy exhibited by Harold Hamilton of Miller- 
town, New York. This calf was sold in the auction to the Spring- 
field Public Market at a record price for a grand champion at 
Springfield of $1.05 per pound. The calves exhibited by boys 
and girls were all sold at auction at an average of $18.60 per 
hundred not including the grand champion and the reserve grand 
champion. 

In the carload lot division the load of prime Aberdeen-Angus 
steers, exhibited by Briarcliff Farms, Pine Plains, New York, won 
the championship and were sold to the McCauley Market at Mount 
Kisco, New York, for $20.00 per hundred. This carload attracted 
a great deal of attention owing to the fact that they were bred and 
fed in the eastern states and would have made a splendid showing 
in the carload lot at the International. 

The showing of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle was one of 
the strongest held during the fall season. A number of the herds 
came together for the first time so that it was extremely inter- 
esting to see just how these herds compare. The show was made 
up of herds representing a wider range of territory than any other 
show held this fall. Congdon & Battles, Yakima, Washington, 
shipped direct from Minnesota to Springfield; Henry Schmuecker 
& Sons, Blairstown, lowa, went east from Indiana to enter the 
competition with eastern herds. Dr. G. R. Martin & Son, Croswell, 
Michigan, brought their herd direct from the circuit in Canada. 
Other exhibitors were Briarcliff Farms Inc., Pine Plains, New 
York; Connecticut Agricultural College, Storrs, Conn.; G. Carlton 
Fancher, New Canaan, Conn.; Jefferson Farms Inc., Jefferson, 
Maine; E. G. Little, Dresden, Ohio, and the Pennsylvania State 
College, State College, Pa. 

Practically all the classes were well filled and there was a 
marked absence of tail-enders in practically every class. The awards 
were made by Professor E. A. Trowbridge of Columbia, Missouri. 

The aged bull class brought out four entries. The many times 
champion Blackcap Bandolier 2d from the Schmuecker herd headed 
this class, followed by Bardell from the Martin herd. 

In the two year old section Black King of Briarcliff from the 
Briarcliff Farms herd headed the class of five bulls, followed by. 
Prizemere 55th from the Congdon & Battles herd. 

The Senior Yearling class was the smallest class of the entire 
show with only three entries. It was headed by Blackcap King S.

DOESN’T LOOK MUCH LIKE 
A SURPLUS OF FEEDERS. 

In a frantic effort to locate Aberdeen-Angus feeders in suf- 
ficient numbers to meet the demand at this office a number of let- 
ters have gone out to various production centers and this brief let- 
ter from C. E. Varco, of Alfalfamere Ranch near Sidney, Montana, 
is characteristic of the replies so far received. Mr. Varco says: 
“I received a letter of inquiry re Aberdeen-Angus feeders from you 
a short time ago, but do not know of any feeders in the country 
for sale. All available feeders will be fed here on beet tops, pulp, 
barley and corn. Yes, we have a corn crop.” From Nebraska 
comes an even more drastic reply. E. R. Barnes & Sons, who an- 
nually produce a great many calves write like this: “We are sold 
out for this year.” From another center where even greater num- 
bers are annually produced came a brief reply like this: “We need 
a few more ourselves, on account of abundance of feed.” Doesn’t 
look much like there was an oversupply of Aberdeen-Angus steers 
for the feedlots does it? 

Under such circumstances it would seem then that now is an 
ideal time to put in that foundation herd of breeding cows of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed. We have scanned closely the papers in 
search of Aberdeen-Angus feeders but find none listed. When in- 
vestigating the reason for this we discovered that the experienced 
men go out early and contract in advance the supply of Aberdeen- 
Angus if they can get them. Looks like such a breed would be a 
good one for any farmer who is looking for good cattle, to put on 
his place. The Journal advertising columns disclose a few really 
good foundation cows and heifers for sale at this time. These are 
the kind of cattle that produce the better quality beef animals so 


much in demand.

Let Us Make Attractive Bed Clothing. 

Perhaps no part of a well ordered house- 
hold affords the housewife more satisfac- 
tion than a good supply of bed clothing. I 
remember during the epidemic of the flu 
our almost exhausted family physician say- 
ing he would like to gather all the comfort- 
ers in the county together and have one big 
bonfire. He added “You’d be surprised at 
the size of the fire and the condition of 
many of them.” He advocated blankets 
and more blankets. 

I cannot agree with him in the matter of 
comforters. They are attractive, durable, 
and can be kept as sanitary as blankets. 
Often I have seen blankets of which no 
thrifty housewife could be proud. Fre- 
quent careless washing was the cause. Good 
wool blankets are the ideal bed covering, 
of course, but the price is sometimes pro-

hibitive. They are a good investment how- 
ever for with a moderate amount of care 
will last many years. 

Pretty, fluffy comforters appeal to every 
housekeeper. They may be made of mater- 
lals with colors which harmonize with the 
colorings of any room. Silkolene, muslin, 
cambric and sateen make attractive com- 
forters, when they are tied or tufted with 
bright. colored yarns. For porch beds the 
new light-weight, fast-colored, prints are 
very practical. These coverings may be re- 
moved and laundered and are always as 
pretty and fresh as new. Cotton is the 
most common filling for a comforter but 
the wool battings are preferable in every 
way. Many housewives prefer the wool 


filled comforter to blankets. 

Every quilt and comforter deserve a slip- 
over cover for protection. Take an eighteen 
inch strip and bast it across the top and 
bottom ends letting it lap over each side of 
the quilt nine inches. This may be removed 
for frequent washings. They may be made 
of muslin, swiss or any other washable ma- 
terial. The swiss ones are very pretty if 
lace trimmed and instead of basting may 
be made in form of a case using dress 
snaps to fasten to the main covering.

A Dozen Helpful Hints. 

1. When blankets are being washed re- 
member that the rinsing water must be 
soapy in order to make the blankets light 
and fluffy. Another point to be remember- 
ed is that all the waters in which the blank- 
ets are washed should be the same temper- 
ature. 

2. When running bread crumbs through 
a food chopper, fasten a paper bag by 
ae ae of a rubber band over the cutting 
end. 

3. Keep in the kitchen drawer, a small 
hammer, a screw driver, an old ice pick, and 
a pair of pliers. It is surprising the num- 
ber of times they will come into use. They 
help save the knives and forks which too 
often are used to pry off can lids, hammer 
holes and start the can opener. 

4. For lining sideboard drawers, the 
heavy white flannel used for silence cloths 
is ideal. Cut into pieces to fit the drawer, 
allowing for a hem. Turn under and hem 
by hand. They can be taken out and wash- 
ed when soiled. 

5. When a recipe calls for sugar and 
flour, instead of moistening the flour with 
milk or water, stir flour and sugar together 
in a dry state. Then no lumps will be seen. 

6. Nothing else sweetens vessels in 
which milk has been kept so well as a so- 
lution of baking soda and hot water, in the 
proportion of a teaspoonful to a quart of 
warm water. Let the solution stand in the 
vessels long enough to get cold. Pots and 
pans which have been burned may be clean- 
ed in this way. 

7. To hasten the baking of potatoes, let 
them boil briskly ten minutes before put- 
ting in the oven. 

8. On ironing day just slip a clean hand- 
kerchief into the pocket of each little gar- 
ment, and the children will be ready with 
this often forgotten article without having 
to think of it during the hurry of getting 
off to school. 

9. Try sprinkling clothes with boiling 
water using one of the round vegetable 
brushes. This distributes the water in fine 
drops and the clothes may be ironed in fif- 
teen minutes. 

10. Store carrots and beets in a barrel 
or box filled with sand. They will keep 
longer and be firm and fresh. 

11. When a window shade is cracked 
and broken at the lower end it may be of 
much longer service if taken off the roller 
and turned end for end. The end which 
was tacked to the roller is hemmed and 
the curtain stick run through it. The worn 
end is tacked to the roller using the orig- 
inal small nails. 

12. When Mason jar-lids appear dull and 
dingy looking and scarcely are fit for use 
another year boil them in a solution of 
borax and Ivory soap using three table- 

spoonfuls of borax to one-third cake of soap 
in about a gallon of water, putting in just 
enough lids at a time to be well covered by 
the water, and allowing them to boil for 
about a half hour, then rinsing them thor- 
oughly with hot water, followed with cold. 
This treatment makes the lids almost as 
bright as new.

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of Some Common Poultry Diseases 


Tuberculosis is found among the farm 
flocks in many states throughout the coun- 
try. A survey made in one state where 
several hundred farms were visited and the 
poultry examined revealed the fact that at 
least 25 per cent of the flocks were found 
to contain birds showing evidence of tu- 
berculosis. 

Effect of Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis in a flock means a distinct 
loss to the producer. This loss is due not 
only to the death of the fowls but also to a

loss in egg production as well for a tuber- 
cular bird seldom lays. Many pullets in- 
fected with the disease before maturity nev- 
er produce at all. They develop into weak 
individuals, low in vitality, unable to re- 
sist the attacks of disease producing organ- 
isms and continually contract minor ail- 
ments. Such birds are not only unprofit- 
able but are an actual expense to the poul- 
tryman and a source of danger to the well 


fowls. 
The Cause. 


Tuberculosis is caused by a specific or- 
ganism known as_ Bacillus Tuberculosis 
Avium. It belongs to the same group as 
the organism causing the disease in other 
animals and humans and by some writers 
is thought to be responsible for a part of 
the tuberculosis found in swine. It is not 
good practice to let hogs eat the bodies of 
dead birds or catch the live chickens as 
those infected with the disease are mostly 
likely to be caught. From the standpoint 
of the poultry they may be all right as in- 
fected and dead birds should be destroyed 
but it is a doubtful practice as far as the 
hog is concerned. 


How Tuberculosis Spreads. 
While tuberculosis is caused by a 


specific germ, it 
spreads most rap- 
idly and_ thrives 
best in damp, 
poorly ventilated 
and dark houses. 
Birds confined to 
such places are 
less resistant, due 
to exposure and 
the germs are able 
to attack them and 
develop the disease. Chicks crowded into 
small coops in large numbers are very sus- 
ceptible when exposed. This is particularly 
true when they are subjected to the ray- 
ages of mites and lice. In fact, any condi- 
tion which tends to weaken the birds is 
especially favorable for the spread and de- 
velopment of tuberculosis. Badly infected 
birds are continually giving off through the 
droppings or in mucus discharges millions 
of bacteria. These contaminate the food 
material and the water for well birds and 
they develop the disease. In birds, the di- 
gestive organs are most often affected so 
it is especially important to provide only 
uninfected feed and water. No diseased 
fowls should be allowed access to the drink- 
ing vessels or feed hoppers of well birds. 
Symptoms. 

Tuberculosis is easily recognized. In an 
infected flock, the death rate usually is not 
high, but continuous, a few birds dying now 
and then throughout the entire year. Some- 
times, however, a considerable number of 
birds may be lost in a comparatively short 
period but this generally occurs when an- 
other disease is present with the tubercu- 
losis. 

The first symptoms noted depend upon 
the location of the original infection but us- 
ually there is a lessened activity and the 
bird ceases to lay if in laying condition. It 
stays on the roosts or around the house in 
the sun and shows a lack of ambition to 
range widely. A gradual loss in weight 
takes place and it becomes very thin and

the last Post Mortem Indications. 


Upon post mortem. examination the liver, 
the spleen and intestines are most common- 
ly found affected. | Whitish | nodules or 

rowths are found in the liver tissues, 
varying in size from a pin head to one- 
yarter inch or more in diameter. These 
gre definite growths which may easily be 
separated and removed on the point of a 
knife. Other diseases may show spots on the 

liver but these are usually 
areas of diseased tissues 
and are not nodular 
growths. The spleen and 
kidneys, if infected, show 
similar lesions. 

The intestines may be 
infected and nodules or 
tubercles found along 
their entire length. These 
may be very small and 
hardly noticeable in the 
intestinal tissue or, in 
some cases, as large as a 
small egg and filled with 
whitish pus or cheesy ma- 
terial containing a large 
number of bacteria. 
Where these nodules are 
of considerable size they 
usually communicate with 
the interior of the intes- 
tines and are constantly 
discharging the bacteria 
into the intestinal con- 
tents, where they are 
passed off in the drop- 
pings to infect other 
birds. The lungs are sel- 
dom found to be involved. 
Procedure in Infected 

Flocks. 

Where tuberculosis is present in the flock 
medicines are of little avail. Infected birds 
seldom recover and individual treatment is 
not possible until the disease is in such an 
advanced stage that it may be recognized 
og external indications. It is then too 
ate. 

_ Elimination of tuberculosis by disposal of 
infected stock is the only effective remedy. 
Destroy by burning all birds showing symp- 
toms of the disease. Clean up and thor- 
oughly disinfect the houses and coops. Open 
them up to the sunlight and fresh sir. Dis- 
infect at intervals, during the succeeding 
months, being sure to get all the dust and 
cobwebs out of the corners and off the roof. 
Destroy all the rubbish and old coops about

the house and yards by burning and give 
the sun and rain a chance to clean up the 
yards and range. Remodel the house so it 
is dry. This means that it must have a 
good floor and be well ventilated. Provide 
windows to let in sunlight for tuberculosis 
thrives best in a dark, damp and poorly 
ventilated house. Procure healthy stock or 
eggs and never buy birds from stock not 
known to be free from the disease. This is 
the surest and most effective means of 
eliminating tuberculosis. 

_ Another method that may be tried where 
it is desired to maintain the same strain is 
as follows: 

Select only strong healthy hens for the 
breeding pen. Do not mate the remainder 
of the flock. Incubate the eggs artificially 
and rear the chicks in brooders if possible. 
In case this is not feasible, use only the 
strongest and brightest hens as mothers. 


An Autopsy of a Diseased Bird. These Demonstrations Have Made the Producers Acquainted 
with Some of the Common Diseases of Poultry. 


Raise the chicks on new ground and pre- 
vent contact with old stock or feeding on 
range occupied by them. 

This is imperative as the success of the 
procedure rests upon the strict observance 
of this measure. Remove the hens used as 
mothers to prevent infection from a hen 
that might develop the disease in an active 
form, just as soon as the chicks can care 
for themselves. Seil off all the old birds 
when the spring lay is over. This may best 
be done early in July. Follow the proced- 
ure suggested above in regard to the 
houses, etc., and keep the young birds on 
the new range, providing plenty of room 
in dry quarters until it is necessary to 
bring them into the laying house for win- 
ter production. Cull out all the late matur- 
ing and weak individuals and sell off as 
they are not worth keeping through the 
winter and may develop disease. If these 
measures are carried out carefully with 
close attention to details there is every 
chance of success. Such procedure may 
seem vigorous and costly but the only way 
to eradicate tuberculosis is by elimination 
and the quicker it is done the better for no 
bird infected with disease can be profitable. 

Roup. 

Roup is a more or less contagious disease 
appearing in several forms, chiefly among 
chickens. Severe colds, chickenpox, sore 
head, rattles or diphtheretic roup are all 
thought to be but different forms of the 
same infection known generally as roup. 


It is most prevalent during the Fall and 
—- Winter, attacking both young and old 
irds. 

The exact cause of the disease is not 
known but it is supposed to be due to a 
very small bacteria or similar organism. 
It is known, however, that it flourishes in 
dark, cold, damp or draughty houses or in 
overcrowded houses where the ventilation 
is not sufficient to supply plenty of fresh 
air to the birds. Any condition tending to 
make the birds uncomfortable or to weaken 
their vitality or vigor is conducive to an 
outbreak of roup. It seems to be present 
in most flocks continually and only wait- 
ing for a favorable opportunity to make its 
appearance. It may, however, be introduc- 
ed by purchased birds or contracted at poul- 
try shows or from coops in which diseased 
birds have been shipped. Birds affected 
with the most common form of roup usual- 
ly show at first the symp- 
toms of a cold. A very 
offensive odor is present 
and there is a watery dis- 
charge from the nostril 
and eye. Later this may 
be a foamy white and 
then yellowish. As_ the 
disease progresses whit- 
ish patches may appear 
in the throat or mouth 
and the eye may swell. In 
case the eyelid becomes 
stuck together the eye 
may be enormously dis- 
tended by the accumula- 
tion of pus on the eye 
socket or the face may be 
swollen below the eye. In 
one form sores appear on 
the face and comb and 
they spread to other re- 
gions and in another there 
is a rattling in the throat 
due to pus forming in the 
glottis. All of these symp- 
toms may be present or 
the disease may be local- 
ized and only one appear. 

Infected birds carry the 
disease from place _ to 
place and infect others by 
contact. It is also spread through the 
drinking water and feed. It may spread 
rapidly throughout an entire flock or attack 
only a few birds, depending upon the virul- 
lence of the organism and the resistance of 
the birds. In some cases it is highly fatal 
and in others the birds suffer little incon- 
venience, sometimes laying throughout the 
course of the disease. 

Methods of control and treatment depend 
largely upon the form of the disease. The 
first step is to remove all sick birds from 
the flock and if badly affected, kill and 
burn. If it is only a light case these birds 
will often recover without treatment if 
placed in a well ventilated and dry coop. 
Next, look for the cause of the outbreak, 
such as damp houses, draughts, poor venti- 
lation or unsanitary conditions in general 
and remedy that. Then, to prevent spread 
of the disease, clean out and disinfect the 
house. Control the food and water supply 
and keep it clean. Good ventilation and 
dryness in the house are essential if con- 
trol methods are to be successful. 

Treatment. 

There are as many cures for roup as 
there are poultry producers. Everyone ap- 
parently has a cure. 

A salve made up of one pound of petrol- 
eum jelly, one ounce of iodoform, one dram 
of menthol, with the addition of a very 
small amount of turpentine, has proven 
fairly effective. A disinfectant should be 
used in the drinking water.

he says he sees them all every day, hale 
and hearty this rugged old timer. Old im- 
ported Atlanta one of his very first cows 
had sixteen calves before she was twenty 
years old. In speaking of calf crops and 
whether the Aberdeen-Angus have been 
prolific Mr. Parker referred to one season 
when his 75 head of cows brought him 76 
head of calves. That is registering right 
at the 100 per cent mark. Another of the 
old cows that stayed by him for ten years 
claimed at one time thirty-two registered 
descendants in the herd. His bulls too have 
been of the strong breedy kind. Why, old 
Hale Lad one of his first herd bulls regis- 
tered 255 calves in his time. It is fine to 
gather a few bits of this interesting and 
highly instructive information here and 
there. The Journal wishes to make an ap- 
peal to the “old timers” right here and 
now. There are a lot of you men with whom 
we have never met to swap stories of old 
times and new, yet the Journal is interested 
in what has happened that you know all 
about. For that reason we are going to 
ask that each one write us a short personal 
letter telling of some of his early experi- 
ences in the cattle business or in pioneer 
days when the industry was carried on in 
a very different fashion than that with 
which we of today are familiar. We will 
treasure these communications and we 
know that no soul on this earth will appre- 
ciate the favor more than we.

Mr. Barry also gives some interesting 
sidelights on his experience with growing 
cattle and especially how he came to be an 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder. He says “Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle are growing more popu- 
lar as people become more familiar with 
their true merits,” a statement that is true 
as the day is long. Speaking of his own 
experience he says I “bred and raised Here- 
fords until 1905. The feeding and grazing 
of Herefords in one pasture and Aberdeen- 
Angus in another with only a cross fence 
between them gave me an experience during 
1903 and 1904 that thoroughly convinced me 
that the Aberdeen-Angus was the most pre- 
ferable. The Aberdeen-Angus shed earlier, 
got fat quicker, and there were fewer thin 
cattle by the first of June each year. They 
were good weighers and good feeders.” 

This breeder says “they are very prolific 
in small pastures. “To my sorrow” he says 
“the two year old heifers will all bring 
calves if allowed to get mated.” Mr. Barry 
is further of the opinion that larger calf 
crops are assured in these small pastures 
than where many bulls are allowed to run 
with the herd or in the same pasture be- 
cause no particular bull seems to be master 
and they wear the cows down. 

He says his Aberdeen-Angus cattle are 
fat and in great demand at remunerative 
prices and that he can sell them at the 
ranch as fast as he can raise them. In fact 
the demand is greater than the supply. Un- 
der such circumstances why should a man 
not enjoy being in the beef cattle business ? 
When these old timers turn to the sleek 
coated Doddies after comparative experi- 
ences with other breeds it looks like there 
might at least be an excuse for others to 
investigate the merits of the breed as an all 
around good beef proposition and a truly 
great farmers beast.

National Belgian Horse Show. 

Several years ago when the National Bel- 
gian Horse Show was started in conjunc- 
tion with the Dairy Cattle Congress, there 
were some who questioned the wisdom of 
the promoters but it has proven a success 
and the 1927 exhibit must go down in the 
annals of Belgian history as such. The Bel- 
gian horse has been changed more in the 
last fifteen years to meet the demands of 
the American farmer than any other breed. 
It is to be plainly understood that the writ- 
er does not mean that they meet the de- 
mands of the farmer any better than any 
other breed but their advance can not be 
refuted. Possibly the National Belgian 
Horse Show at Waterloo has been one of 
the agents that has contributed to this ad- 
vancement. It is always educational to meet 
your fellow breeder and see his handiwork, 
to take defeat now and then and there are 
none who have not met defeat at the Na- 
tional Belgian Show. It is not a one-man’s 
show, never has been and never will be. 
There is possibly a single breeder each year 
who forges ahead only to be dethroned lat- 
er. One of the most remarkable things a- 
bout this year’s show was the number of 
farmers interested and showing one or two 
entries. The gelding show also was a noted 
feature, being much stronger than in pre- 
vious years. The breeding classes were a 
stand-off when compared with previous 
shows. The stallion show was just as 
strong if not stronger than last year but 
the mare classes were not as good as in the 
past. Imported horses played a larger part 
than they did in former years. 

Two imported stallions from the Holbert 
Stables pulled down the blue and the red in 
the aged stallion class with C. E. Jones, 
Livermore, Iowa, going into third. The 
four-year-old stallion ring brought out the 
jargest and most uniform class of the show. 
The top four horses all being of the highest 
caliber. The judges agreed upon Major de 
Malmaison owned by the Holbert Horse Im- 
porting Company, Greeley, Iowa, for first 
place. He excelled King Farceur, winner 
of the red, by having more substance of 
bone, larger feet and more scale. The sec- 
ond prize horse showed splendid quality and 
was shown by the veteran breeder, William 
Crownover, Hudson, Iowa. The third prize, 
owned by C. E. Jones, Livermore, was show- 
ing a lot of bone and was certainly a cred- 
itable stallion but was not quite as nicely 
turned as the other horses. King Lier, own- 
ed by Hazzard and Stout, David, Iowa, made 
a good fourth but lacked in condition. Hol- 
berts again took the lead in three-year-old 
ring, followed by Hazzard and Stout and 
Jones respectively. Boulderbridge Farm, 
Excelsior, Minn., broke through and secured 
the blue in the two-year-old class followed 
by Michael Meyer & Sons, Elwood, Ind., 
with Everet King’s Chicago entry coming 
in third. The yearling class was won by 
King on Mendo De Ergot, a very likable 
youngster showing splendid underpinning.

This horse made a splen- 
did showing and had the honor of winning 
the Special Grand Prize which is a silver 
cup given by the Belgian Society of Bel- 
gium. He certainly demonstrates that the 
Belgain breeders are breeding real draft 
horses and that the Holbert Horse Import- 
ing Company are buying the best that Bel- 
Belgium offers. The reserve senior cham- 
pion went to another imported horse owned 
by Holberts. The junior champion honor 
was placed on Mendo De Ergot,* popular 
yearling owned by King. The reserve jun- 
ior champion went to Marquis De Farceur 
owned by Boulderbridge Farm. 

The mare classes are perhaps not as 
strong as they have been in years gone by 
but held some outstanding individuals, 
Mares-ten-years-and-over, which is always 
an interesting class, was won by Laura, 
owned by Jones.

Horse Interest Grows. 

The Keota Colt Show on September 24th 
broke all records in attendance for the spec- 
ial colt shows this fall.

_ The pulling contest made an interesting 
finish to a real Horse Day. The light class 
was won by the bay Haupert team with the 
Davison & Shaffer mules in second place 
and C. A. Singmaster third. In the heavy 
class after three sets of harness gave way 
under the strain the Kline and Flander 
teams tied for first place. 

This show is the fifth in which the lowa 
Horse and Mule Breeders’ Association are 
co-operating with the local breeders, fairs, 
or county organizations in special shows for 
grade draft colts. These shows are meet- 
ing with whole-hearted support and are 
arousing more horse interest than has been 
shown for years.

Sheep Department 


Picking Feeder Lambs. 

“Well bought is half sold,” the farmer 
should keep in mind at this season of the 
year, whether they are buying feeder cat- 
tle or sheep. The prac- 
tice of feeding western 
sheep did not start un- 
til about 1890 and at 
that time there were 
large firms operating 
mills who conceived the 
idea of feeding western 
sheep the mill screen- 
ings. It proved to be 
a profitable business, 
therefore grew rapidly. 
Farmers’ throughout 
the middle west soon 
grasped the idea and 
began the _ practice 
which has been very 
profitable to some and 
unprofitable to others. 
Feeding western sheep 
is practiced during the 
autumn and winter for 
two reasons; first, the 
farmers can make good 
use of their feed which 
is generally in abund- 
ance at this season and 
second, the western 
sheep are being mar- 
keted at this season to 
avoid wintering on the 
western range. One can 
feed either in the fall or winter, possibly 
both depending upon the type and amount 
of feed and equipment available. There are

for some. Of course these lambs reach the 
market in November or December. A large 
number of feeders, however, wait until Octo- 
ber or November or even December to buy 
their feeders and then market them the 
early part of the spring. But regardless 
of time, the buyer should be careful to pick 
his feeders with care and buy them as cheap 
as possible. The following points should 
be stamped upon the buyer’s mind: weight 
is an important item; a lamb should not be 
selected that will weigh over eighty or 
eightly-five pounds at the end of the feed- 
ing period. Inexperienced feeders are prone 
to select too heavy a lamb to start with; 
fifty to sixty pounds is a good weight for 
90 to 120 day feeding period. Western 
lambs usually make a six to ten pound gain 
per month. 

Breeding must not be ignored. The major- 
ity of western lambs carry Merino blood but 
the amount varies to a great extent and 
one should select feeders carrying as little 
of Merino blood as possible. The form is 
another essential part. The lamb that is 
long legged, narrow chested and has a shal- 
low middle will never do well in the feed 
lot and certainly will never develop into a 
prime lamb. A high degree of quality is 
indicated by the fineness of bone, neatness 
of head and smoothness of form. Thrift, 
which is indicated by the heartgirth and the 
degree of activity, should be secured. In- 
active and weak lambs should be rejected. 
The condition is a point which must be con- 
sidered carefully. The feeder buyer does 
not want to pay for a lot of fat, yet lambs 
that are so thin that they show weakness 
are apt to be very susceptible to cold and 
disease and must be cut out. Fleece must 
not be ignored, a dense fleece gives protec- 
tion during the winter and aids in making

Harrison entry, Blackcap Harrison, was 
placed at the top. She was an attractive 
thing and finally succeeded in capturing the 
junior championship for her owners. The 
heifer calf class brought out the same num- 
ber of entrants and the fight was just about 
on a par with the former round, owners 
holding the same relative positions. This 
time the tidy heifer Eline Harrison, smooth 
as an eel but not so much scale stood first. 
The seven sets of two females brought out 
some beautiful pairs that seemed to please 
the ringside very much. 


Harrison & Ryan won all the group class- 
es with Fullerton standing next. There was 
a special Kansas Breeders prize in this class 
and Hollinger won both first and second 
with Schuler third. From all reports gath- 
ered it would seem that Kansas and the 
Southwest generally is this fall turning an 
eye toward beef cattle, with an increasing 
number inspecting the Bonnie Blacks close- 
ly before they lay in new seed stock. The 
Journal does not hesitate to recommend 
the breed as an all around good breed for 
any man of the Southwest to tie to. The 
others are good too and will perhaps do as 
well but somehow there is a smoothness in 
fleshing and an appeal to the eye of the 
trained cattleman that is hard to get away 
from once an Aberdeen-Angus is taken into 
consideration and comparison. There are a 


lot of good things about the breed to recom- 
mend it to any good farmer, no matter 
where he may operate.

Trend of the Wind. 

“Appearances are not deceiving in regard 
to the small size of the range cattle run 
this season, for the cattle aren’t in the west 
to come,” declared J. L. Jordan, Cheyenne, 
Wyo., rancher and head of the Wyoming 
Stock Growers’ association, here this week 
with a string of cattle that included 91 head 
of 1,169-pound feelers that brought $11.00. 

“While some of the 20,000 or so brands 
that were dropped from this year’s Wyom- 
ing brand book belonged to people who nev- 
er did own a single critter to put a brand 
on, probably 90 per cent of them were re- 
corded by outfits that had cattle at one 
time, but have gone out of the business, 
mostly in the iast five years. 

“Some of these outfits were very small, 
of course. Every dry farmer had to havea 
brand or two, even if he only owned a 
couple of milk cows. But big cattle out- 
fits, some of which ran 30 or more brands 
at one time, have gone, too, or else cut 
down their holdings to where they only re¢- 
ord two brands. . 

“What cattle we do have are not being 
shipped as freely as usual. The outlook is 
encouraging and ranchers are inclined to 
hold back more young steers and cows than 
they have been doing for the last few sea- 
sons. There is a big demand right there on 
the range for young cows of almost any 
description and very few of them will find 
their way to market. From the looks of the 
situation in the west, cattle are going to 
stay high for at least five years.” —Omaha 
Journal Stockman, Sept. 28th. 
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
